Policy The competent professional authority (CPA) shall assess whether a
clinical nutrition need exists at each certification. The CPA shall use the
medical history and the category specific health questions in the Integrated
Statewide Information System (ISIS).  The CPA shall obtain the
information from:

•  A referral form,
•  A medical or clinical record,
•  Appropriate ISIS screens,
•  Self-reported information from the parent/guardian, or
•  A nutrition questionnaire.

If the CPA obtains information from any source other than the referral
form or nutrition questionnaire, the CPA shall document the source in
ISIS in “Individual Comments.”
